THE MONTH. 


Tat Charch Missionary Society received from Zanzibar the diary of the late Bishop 
Hannington, giving a record of his proceedings up to the very day of his death. 
The entries, some of which were written in characters so minute that they could 
only be deciphered by the aid of a magnifying glass, were made public by the 
society, and the perusal of them excited a widespread, deep, and painful interest. 
The good Bishop suffered much from the brutal and violent treatment he received, 
and the hardships to which he was subjected. His faith, however, triumphed over 


all. When he was being dragged away to be murdered, as he believed, at a distance, . 


he sang, “ Safe in the arms of Jesus,” and “‘My God, 1 am thine.” When quite 
broken down, and brought low by pain, fever, and want of sleep, he found comfort 
from reading one and another of the Psalms. He fell a martyr to the missionary 
cause, and we may believe that His blood has not been shed in vain, but will prove 
the seed from which shall spring a rich harvest of blessing, even for the cruel 
savages by whom he was put to death. 


The Church Missionary Society has lost another President, by the death of Captain 
the Hon. Francis Maude, n.». He was elected to that position only so recently as 
the 12th April last, after the lamented death of the late Earl of Chichester. He 
said un that occasion that it was a wonderful thing to him that he, an old naval 
Captain, should be raised to the dignity of being President of that society, which 
he had loved for fifty years, to which he owed everything. He had been for many 
years a member of the Evangelical Alliance, and took s great interest in the Thames 
Church Mission, and in the more recent development of the Mission to Deep Sea 
Fishermen. The Naval and Military Society had also a place in his affections, 
besides several other societies of a religious and benevolent character. Some forty 
years ago, he exerted himself greatly in the effort to pat a stop to duelling in this 
country, and the cessation of that detestable practice was largely due to his influence.

Arrangements are in progress for promoting the February simultaneous meet- 
ings, which are to be held in London, from the 7th to the 11th of Febsuary, 1887. 
Those held last February, throughout the country, were most encouraging in their 
results.

(Dr. Gregg) took « great interest in the movement, and presided at some of the 
meetings. We trust that great blessing will follow the meetings next February — 
a blessing in which all churches and missions will share. 


Mansfield College has begun its first session at Oxford, which was inaugurated 
by a splendid address delivered by the Principal, Dr. Fairbairn. Referring to the 
event, the Guardian says: “ The foundation of a Nonconformist College in the 
University is a thing to be welcomed in the interest alike of the University and of 
the Charch of England. I¢ marks a reaction against the notion that a University 
can be complete without a theological faculty, or that religion is so small a matter 
that it may safely be disregarded in education. If it is impossible for Christians to 
be one, it is at least something that they should know why they are many. A 
theologically instructed Nonconformity may be no nearer the Charch, bat it will 
at least exert a better influence upon the Charch from which it stands apart.” These 
remarks show a liberal spirit which it is pleasing to note 


At the Gloucester Diocesan Conference, Canon Medd thankfully acknowledged 
the work Dissenters had done, and the large tracts of population among whom they 
had kept alive the spirit of real religion. Stress was laid, during the discussion, on 
the divisions which exist among Nonconformists in many rural districts. This evil 
is recognized by Nonconformists themselves, and the feeling is growing among them 
that by brotherly co-operation they may be able to put an end to such jealousies und 
strifes, and accomplish more for the one great Lord and Master. 


The East London Mission, begun by the Wesleyan Methodists gbout the close 
of last year, has already borne good fruit. The Rev. Peter Thompson has published 
a Record of Beginnings, including many particulars of special cases in which there 
has been rescue and conversion. The population of the district round the chapel 
in Cable Street, which was made the centre of operations, amounts to about a quarter 
of a million, consisting mainly of the very poor and the degraded classes. The work 
has been carried on with great energy, and with results that mark the presence 
of the Spirit of God. It is cheering to learn how the Gospel is still fall of 
power to win many souls in circumstances that might have seemed almost utterly 
hopeless, The Mission begun in the West-end will, we trust and hope, also prove 
most abundantly saccessfal. 


The news from Uganda has been very painfal. Letters from Mr. Ashe and 
Mr. Mackay tell of the massacre of the Christians by King Mwangs. Besides those 
who were butchered at once, thirty-two unfortunate victims were burned alive in 
one huge pyre, after having been kept prisoners for more than a week. Particulars 
of several cases are given, from which the cruelty of the heathen and the fortitade 
and faith of the native Christians are made manifest, The work of the Mission had 
not, however, entirely ceased, though it has been carried on chiefly under cover of 
night. A number of baptisms had taken place subsequent to the massacres. The 
future of the Mission remairis dark, but we hope that brighter days are yet in store 
for that benighted country: Meanwhile Christians at home of every Charch will 
remember the Mission at the throne of grace, and ask that it may please the |

The Home Mission Union in Glasgow, which was staried a year or two ago, b 
has achieved an encouraging success. The aim of the Union was to combine the o 
charches in the effort to reach the non-charch-going classes. The city was S| 
divided into districts, care being taken to prevent either overlapping or neglect of q 
any quarter. The Convener of the Committee is a minister of the Free Church, and 
the Vice-Convener a minister of the Established Charch ; while the great bulk 6f 
the ministers in the city have given in their adhesion to the movement. Combined 
and brotherly action of this kind is the most likely to succeed in laying hold of the 
masses, and the example here given ought to be extensively followed. 


Arrangements were made for taking a census of the people attending places of 
worship in London on a Sunday near the end of October, and it was reported that 
the numbers were 460,000 in the morning, and 410,000 in the evening. These 
numbers show that not more than 40 per cent. of the sittings were occupied, and 
are certainly most discouragingly small in comparison with the enormous population 
of the metropolis. The Rev. Teignmouth Shore points out, however, that at this 
season of the year a large part of the West of London is practically deserted, The 
attendance at mission-halls and similar places is also omitted; though this, we 
understand, will be supplied. Making every allowance for these things, however, it 
taken advantage of by the people as it ought to be. ~ 


The idea of erecting » Church House as a memorial of the Queen’s Jubilee has not 
secured undivided approbation, and it has been proposed as an alternative to 
establish a Clergy Pension Fund, as a Queen Victoria Bounty. Many of the letters 
which have appeared in this connexion show that a vast body of the clergy are 
placed in circumstances of difficulty through small and diminished incomes. The 
agricultaral depression has told very severely on the incomes of some of the rural 
clergy. On the other hand, the vast masses of the unemployed in London present a 
very serious problem for consideration, and one which is causing very grave ) 
apprehensions, It is to be feared that there will be very widespread distress during 
the winter, in spite of all the efforts that may be made to meet it. 


By the death of Mrt Charles Groves, of Liverpool, the Charch of England has | 
lost one of her most generous supporters. He believed that no work was so fruitful | 
of good as building a chureh and providing a Gospel ministry. ‘‘ No other agency 


does so much to prevent evils of al} kinds ; ee 
co 
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evils when they arise, no other does so mach to prevent their arising.” Mr. Groves 
carried his belief into practice, and was instrumental in building some seventeen or 
eighteen churche-, besides several schools, and in raising about a quarter of « 
million for Charch purposes in Liverpool. Mr. Groves gave away every penny of 
his business income for fifty years, and he lived on one-tenth of his savings. His — 
habits were in keeping with all that characterized him—humble and homely. In 
early life he was a High Charchman, but being « careful and shrewd observer, a 
conscientious reader of current literature, and having a clear perception of the anta- 
gonism between the official language of the Church of England and the utterances 
of the Tractarian party, he withdrew as early as 1836 from all High Church associa- 
tions, and lived and laboured to advance Evangelical religion. He was the first 


Treasurer of the Liverpool Branch of the Charch Association. 


The English Churchman comments severely on the course of conduct by which 
Westminster Abbey and St. Paul's Cathedral appear to be engaged in a contest as 
to which shall take the lead in introducing Romish emblems. It says: “ Until quite 
recently, St. Paul’s seemed almost sare to win the revolting race, but at the present 
moment the issue is stil] doubtfal ; for within the last fortnight, or thereabouts, 
an image of the Virgin, holding the infant Saviour in her arms, has been placed at 
the portals of the grand historic Abbey in which we crown our kings and queens.” 
Whatever architectural or antiquarian reasons may be advanced to justify this step, 
it has given great satisfaction to the Roman Catholics, and wounded the feelings 
of trae Evangelicals. It is undesirable even to appear to be in love with Rome. 


In the Letter of the Protestant Alliance for November a pamphlet is referred 
to which gives a list of over 3,000 eminent Protestants “who have become Roman 
Catholics since the commencement of the 19th century.” This list of perverts has 
been classified under the following headings: Nobility and Gentry, containing 552 
names ; Army, 142, including 1 Field Marshal, 6 Generals, and 4 Major-Generals ; 
Navy, 29, including 7 Admirals; Medical Profession, 48 ; Legal Profession, 72 ; 
Literature, 36; Architecture, 12 ; War Office, 10 officials; Publishers, 7 names; 
Relatives of Clergymen, 48. Under the headings of the Universities we find that 
Oxford University is made responsible for 301 names; Cambridge University for 
149; other Universities, 31. The total number of clergymen amounts to 557. 
These several classes are followed by separate lists of lady perverts. Under the 
heading Nobility and Gentry (Ladies) are found 1,051 names, a remarkable lict, 
including relatives of some of the most distinguished statesmen of both political 
parties, as well as of high ecclesiastical and legal dignitaries. The list will be read 


with very painfnl feelings by all who love the pure Gospel and the principles of the 
Reformation.

HOW WE CLOSE THE YEAR. 


Tax winter is closing in under circumstances of anxiety and gloom. The hoped-for |. 
revival of trade has not taken place to any marked extent, although signs of return- | 


ing prosperity have not been altogether wanting. The lack of employment has led to 
indications of distarbance of social order which have occasioned grave alarm. When 
vast multitudes are idle and in want, a fit audience can always be found to listen to 
complaints against established institutions, and to show themselves willing to trans- 
late these into action. Happily, in some other respects, the outlook is not so dark. 
War appears, in the meantime, not to threaten us as it did a short while since, 
although it is possible that appearances in this respect may. be delusive. Still, we 
have reason to be profoundly thankful that the current of events has not drawn as 
into hostilities with any of the great military Powers. We are accustomed to pray, 
“ Give peace in our time, O Lord”; and we owe it to the Great Raler of nations 
to acknowledge, with grateful hearts, His kindness in preserving us from that sore 
scourge by which the lives of so many are cat short, and so many widows and 
orphans left to mourn their loss. At home, there-has been a lull in political strife, 
which may, perhaps, aid in allaying the resentments and passions arising out of 
such contests of opinion, and may conduce to the final adoption of beneficial 
measures, by giving a breathing time for reflection and fuller discussion of the 
problems at issue. It is to be lamented when party feeling exerts too great an 
influence on the action of public men. The welfare of the country and the cause of 
justice and humanity ought to be the guiding considerations of all who take part, 
more or less, in public affairs. For the paramount inflaence of such nobler motives 
in the councils of the nation, it is the duty of all Christian citizens to pray to Him 
by whom kings reign and princes decree justice. The Apostle gives a leading place 
to this duty by naming “kings and all who are in authority” as a special class 
when he exhorts us that “ supplications, prayers, intercessions, and giving of thanks ” 
should be made for all men. A Obristian nation ought to be governed by traly 
Christian rulers, and on Christian principles. we trust and believe that in these 
respects we have not been altogether wanting. We have recognized the responsi- 
bilities of our great position, and the ise of our power has, on the whole, been 
beneficent. Yet it may be said with’trath that the spirit of Christianity has not 
been so conspicuous in our public and national dealings as it ought to have been. 
Let us, then, be hambly thankful for the past, and strive still more to show the world 
what a Christian nation ought to be. 

_ If the question be asked, whether the life and power of religion are increasing 
among us, it would not be very easy to return ananswer. The census of the attend- 
ance at places of worship taken recently in London is not very reassuring. On the 
other hand, Christian churches havé set themselves to the work of gathering 
in the people with such an earnestness of zeal that we may fairly regard it as an 
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assurance of success. It is marvellous to observe how prejudices have been laid 
aside, how old barriers of custom have been broken, and what readiness has 
been all and every means that carried with it any promise of

furthered by the use of appropriate means. The many conferences which were held 
during the course of the year in various localities prove that the children of Christ 
are alive to the need of stirring up one another, and of being themselves stirred up 
in retarn. In this way, as in the days of Malachi, they that fear the Lord sneak 
often one to another. No remarkable revival movement has taken place during the 
year at home. In America, Mr. Moody has done a good deal of work, and the 
Revs. Samuel Jones and Samuel Small have laboured with great success. On the 
whole, however, the year has been a quiet one, slthough not a little good has been 
accomplished. The labourers in the mission fields have been reinforced. At home, 
crime appears to have largely diminished, as is testified by the decrease in the 
number of prisoners in our gaols. The Temperance moyement always grows in 
strength.

JEWISH MISSION (BRITISH SOCIETY). 


Tux Rev. L. Rosenberg, of Adrianople, gives an account in the Jewish Herald of two 
month’s labour in and around Philippopolis, the place which has been so frequently mentioned 
im connexion with the political erisis in Bulgaria. Mr. Rosenberg says: “Here I met, 


enemy and 
foreign Jews. For hours we discussed the trath of Christianity on several 
my astonishment and also pleasure, I found my old friend and opponent, Mr. G., speaking 
to his other friends in the highest praise of the Gospel and the Saviour. In every way he 
showed himself no longer an enemy, but a believer in the truth, that the Lord Jesus is the 
Messiah of the Jews and the world. He helped me by such observations as, that there was 
no need for Jesus to suffer, except for the good of mankiad ; the Gentiles have received the 
Saviour, and they have been blessed ; the Jews have rejected Him for many centuries, hence 
their continued suffering. He also spoke of the New Testament as a book which teaches 
the sublimest doctrine, etc. I mever beard Mr. G. speak before so earnestly in favour of 
Christianity and its Divine Author. Before, I used to avoid him because he was « 
blasphemer, but now he has become a defender of God’s Word. Dr. F. has been for many 
years employed by the Turkish Government, and that of Eastern Roumelia. For some time 
he lived with his family in Adrianople, but after that I lost sight of bim till lately I met 
him, his wife, and two children, at the house of one of my friends. Him I met almost 
daily afterwards, It would be useless to relate all our conversations ; however, I feel happy 
to say this much for my friend : he declared in the presence of a few Protestants, orthodox 
Bulgarians, and Roman Catholics, that the Old and New Testaments are the word of God, 
that the members of society at large would be worse than wild animals without them, and 
that they most exist as long as the earth contains human beings. As to himself and family, 
he said “the Scriptures are our life.” His “ instinct,” he added, meaning bis rational being,

Missionary. The former of these is from a letter of Dr. Heron, and the latter from a letter 
of the Rev. Mr. Underwood : “ Our home has been open to visitors constantly, and we have 
had a great many Korean callers. My wife especially has had many callers, principally of 
the low-class women, of course, who are curious to know how foreigners live, and they are 
greatly interested in all the things they see, from the organ and sewing-machine to our kitchen 
furnitare. We hope in this way to gain an influence over these women. My wife has had 
one Korean lady visitor, and I was then excluded from the room. She retarned the call, 
and at the same time I called on the head of the house. With the exception of the time 
when Mrs. Foote went to call on the Queen, this is probably the highest lady of rank who 
has yet visited or been visited by a foreign lady. Certainly, of all people in the world, 
_. Koreans seem the most desirous of seeing and learning foreign customs, We have several 

times entertained Koreans at our table, and no one would believe from their condact that 
they were not perfectly well accustomed to foreign tables. Even the people around us 
want to be tanght English ; and the carpenters, etc., who have worked on our houses, greet 
us on the street with ‘Good morning.” We need more men here ; and if sume ladies could 
be sent who had more time at their disposal than the ladies already here can possibly have, 
in a very short time it would be possible to open a girls’ school, at least, it seems so to us.”
